REMARKS 

In response to the office action of November 1, 2005 reopening prosecution on this 
application, Applicant responds as follows: Claims 4 through 7 and 10 through 14 are pending 
in the present application. Claims 1-3, 8 and 9. have been canceled. Claims 4, 5, 6, 7 and 10 are 
independent claims. The Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider the rejections in view 
of the Amendments and the following Remarks. 

Claims 6 and 7 were indicated as being allowable in the office action if rewritten into 
independent form. In accordance with that indication, claims 6 and 7 are now presented in 
independent form including all of the limitations of base claim 1 . 

Claims 4 and 5 have been amended to include the allowable subject matter of claim 6 and 
are now also believed to be allowable. 

Claim 10 has been amended to more clearly define the method of synchronizing PTSN 
and DSL signals by determining a phase offset between the voice signal and the data signal and 
using the phase offset to re-generate samples passing through a phase interpolation block at new 
phases corresponding to that of an the PSTN clock and is believed to define the invention over 
the reference of Malek.
